Survey Reveals 
State Situation

$150,000,000 
Spent This Year In Penn­ 
sylvania For Relief

conditions and 
an

shortage of labor in certain 
defense industries, the state 
and 
federal 
governments 
have 
already spent 
more 
than $150,1)00,090 this year 
in Pennsylvania for relief; 
a s u r v e v d isclo se d to d a y . 
At the present rate of expenditure, 
the cost of relief this year will ap­ 
proxim ate $225,000,000. state and fed­ 
eral 
relief statisticians estim ated 
compared to $298,412,000 spent in 
1940, a drop of less th an $75,000,000. 
Lowest In Seven Years 
Despite this, however, relief of­ 
ficials 
are 
increasingly 
optim istic 
over the outlook, for the estim ated 
$225,000,000 being spent this year for 
relief will be the lowest expenditure 
for this purpose in seven years. The 
high point was reached in 1938. when 
combined federal and state expendi­ 
tures reached $361,754,390. 
Lest the general public lose sight 
of the fact tnat the relief problem 
is still present in the midst of war 
prosperity, it was estim ated 
that 
$18,750,000 a m onth Is now being 
spent in Pennsylvania by the state 
and federal governm ents. 
Of the $150,392,600 spent for re­ 
lief in Pennsylvania during the first 
eight m onths of this year, the fed­ 
eral 
government contributed $72,- 
458.100. of 
which 
$54,984,100 
w?as 
spent through the W. P. A. and $17,- 
474,000 through the state d ep art­ 
ment of public assistance. A total 
of $56,214,000 was furnished by the 
state for geieral assistance, while 
local governm ents gave $21,720,500 
for the sponsorship of W. P. A. pro­ 
jects. 
Since the start of the depression 
close to $2,500,000,000 has been paid 
in Pennsylvania for relief. 
I.arge Number Unemployed 
Despite the near-boom times now 
being experienced in Pennsylvania 
as many as 220,000 men and women 
are still unemployed. The depart­ 
ment oi public assistance estimated 
that th^ average number of men

One of the reasons why a black, 
sheep is looked down upon might 
be gained from the fact that hisj 
wool goes into the rejection pile, 
and does not bring as high a price 
as his fellow flock members, al­ 
though medium rejections bring a 
price of around 42 cents this year,

best 
quality wools only 
bring 47 33 cents. 
The total amount of rejections in 
the county crop only amounted to 
around 400 pounds, so it will be seen 
that the wool raised here is a fine 
quality.

contacted by questionnaires.

First, to determ ine as nearly as 
possible the extent to which our 
graduates are entering the types of 
em ploym ent'for which thev are pre­ 
pared.

from the graduates and w ithdraw als 
of the training which they received 
in high school and their suggestions 
for its improvement. 
Third, to determ ine the ne*»d, jf 
any. for vocational shop work :n 
Ellwood City schools as determ ined 
I by the employment opportunities in 
this city. 
Fourth, 
to 
obtain 
from 
em ­ 
ployers an estim ate of the values 
which m ight be derived from the 
establishm ent of a vocational school 
in Ellwood City. This was consider­ 
ed from the standpoint of m eeting 
their particular emplovtnent needs 
and those of Ellwood City employers 
Generally.
